Drive To Continue 
For Several Days; 

Plan Pie Suppers 

total of $3,209.35 has been 
contributed toward a fund of 
$8,000 to build a public swimming 
pool here, it was announced on 
Wednesday night, one week ,|fter 
the drive started. 

The first week's report was 
made at the meeting of the Ki- 
wanis Club whose members are 
making the solicitations among 
business and professional groups. 

Additional solicitations will be 
made by other groups—the wom¬ 
an’s club will solicit personal 
contributions, and the Scouts will 
take care of cash donations in 
containers to be placed in stores 
next week. Other groups will aid 
as the drive progresses. Solici¬ 
tations will be continued for sev¬ 
eral days. Additional funds will 
be raised by pie suppers and en¬ 
tertainments. 

In addition to the $3,203.35 
raised thus far, several large 
contributions have been promis¬ 
ed. Nearby towns also will be 
asked to help raise the needed 
funds since the pool may be used 
by rural people and those from 
nearby towns. 

Much help in the way of labor, 
equipment and materials also has 
been promised, and it is believed 
construction can be started soon 
on the 30x90-foot pool which will 
be built on the public playground.

WE GET PHOTOSTATS OF 
5th KY. REGT. MUSTER ROLLS ( 

The Courier this week received . 
from Congresman Carl D. Per- J 
kins photostat copies of the mus- ] 
ter rolls of Companies A, B, C, 
D, and E of the Fifth Kentucky 
Mounted Infantry, Confederate 
States of America, organized in 
West Liberty and Prestonsburg in 
October of 1861 by Col. A. J. 
May. The muster rolls contain ‘ 
hundreds of Morgan names, scions 1 
of many families in our county. 
The photostat sheets are 18x22 
inches, two for each company. 1 
and are valuable additions to the 
historical papers of Morgan coun¬ 
ty being collected by the Courier 
■or preservation. 

W Congressman Perkins secured 
the muster rolls from the War 
Department in Washington and 
had photostat copies made and 
presented them to the Courier for 
the benefit of Morgan county peo¬ 
ple. We have bound the sheets in 
a folder and they may be seen by 
any of our readers. 

Company A was composed en¬ 
tirely of Morgan men, 108 of 
them, and they were swom in at 
West Liberty Oct. 21, 1861 and 
mustered into service at Prestons- 
burg the same day. This was 
Capt. Wm. Mynhier's company 
(latei Maj. Mynhier). 

Many men in the other com¬ 
panies were Morgan countians, 
some from what is now Elliott 
and Wolfe and some being from 
Breathitt 

The Fifth Kentucky Mounted 
infantry was later placed under 
Khe command of Gen. John S. 
•williams and fought throughout

Plaintiffs and amounts are 
Walter Howard, for $10,556; his 
wife, Mrs. Walter Howard, $5,000;

Walter Howard, their next friend.

The September issue of the 
Democratic Digest—which will 
be on lewsslands across the na¬ 
tion this week—features detailed 
analysis of the actions of the 
first session of the 83rd Congress 
entitled, “How Democrats Saved 
Ike From His Own Party.”

Request For Gamma 
Globulin Refused; 
Schools Open Late 

SANDY HOOK. Ky., Aug. 11- 
Health Nurse Alice Dixon re¬ 
ceived word Saturday that the 
illness of the 14-month-old son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd Clark of 
Ault had been diagnosed as polio 
by physicians in Lexington where 
the child was sent by Dr. Greene. 

This is the third case in that 
neighborhood within the past two 
weeks. Dewey A. Creech, 13, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harrison Creech 
died last week, and his sister, 
Lucille, 7, is in Lexington now in 
an iron lung. The Creeches live 
near the Elliott-Rowan line. 

Dr. Greene and Nurse Dixon 
thought mass immunization of 
! children in that neighborhood ad¬ 
visable and Dr. Greene requested 
about 200 doses of gamma globu¬

Plan Morgan Sheep Program 
Farmers to Meet Friday, 21 st 
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“I know of no more ideal area for sheep than Morgan county." 
sheep specialist tells Morgan group. 100 ewes will clear $3,000 
a year, and the dog problem is no worse here than elsewhere in 
Kentucky. 

Morgan Held Ideal Area For Sheep; 
Dog Problem Termed False Bugaboo 


Longterm Outlook for 
Sheep Is Bright Spot 
In Livestock Picture 

A group of sheep raisers, busi¬ 
ness men and agricultural offici¬ 
als, meeting here last Friday to 
determine if a large scale sheep 
program would be practicable in 
Morgan county, agreed to a man 
that dogs are scaring Morgan 
farmers away from what could 
be their most profitable livestock 
enterprise. 

But Richard C. Miller, Ken¬ 
tucky extension agent in sheep 
and the nation's foremost sheep 
authority, declared the dog 
problem is no different here 
than all over Kentucky. And 
three Morgan sheepmen and 
those attending agreed that the 
dog problem would disappear 
il Morgan fanners commenced 
a sheep industry. 

"The dog problem will solve 
itself automatically when we get 
sheep," Wallace Blankenship of 
near Mize told the group. Blank¬ 
enship has the largest flock of 
sheep in the county and said he 
plans to increase his flock to 100 
breeding ewes. 

Two other Morgan sheepmen— 
Ren Morris of Caney and Bill 
Phillips of Licking River—agreed 
with Blankenship and the exten¬ 
sion sheep specialist that the dog 
scare is a false bugaboo—but one 
that is keeping a lot of farmers' 
from starting a sheep program. 

Likewise, the three sheepmen 
said fencing is not a problem, 
and the belief that sheep require 
expensive fencing can be dis¬ 
counted to a great extent if Mor¬ 
gan farmers really want to raise 
sheep. 

Another bugaboo that has 
plagued those who in the past 
have sought to start a sheep pro¬ 
gram in Morgan, too, was dis¬ 
pelled at the conference. Many 
old timers contended that sheep 
and cattle don’t do well together. 
Mr. Miller and the three Morgan 


sheepmen agreed that sheep and 
cattle running together make 
more profit. 

With these three bugaboos dis¬ 
counted, at least minimized to a 
large extent, by those with ex¬ 
perience and qualified to speak, 
the group proposed a countywide 
meeting to be held for farmers 
here August 21 to determine how 
many are interested in starting a 
shep industry on their farms. 

“Sheep are less trouble, eat 
less feed and make more money 
than any other type of live¬ 
stock,” Mr. Blankenship stated. 
And he runs a hundred head 
of rattle on his farm in addi¬ 
tion to some 80 sheep and 40 
hogs. 

“A flock of 100 breeding ewes 
will make S3.000 clear a year,” 
Mr. Miller told the group. 

And he added. “I don’t know 
of any area in Kentucky so 
well suited as Morgan county 
for sheep." 

Mr. Blankenshop spoke up, “I 
know by experience we’ve got 
the best land for sheep—better 
than in the Bluegrass section, be¬ 
cause I’ve raised sheep both in 
Jessamine and Morgan. I tried 
both the Bluegrass and Morgan. 
We never have foot rot in hill 
fields like they have in Central 
Kentucky. And it doesn’t cost so 
much to get in the sheep business 
here as on high priced Bluegrass 
land,” he added. 

All agreed that the dog prob¬ 
lem Is scaring Morgan farmers 
away from a profitable enter¬ 
prise, and all agreed that the 
scare was largely a bugaboo. 

“We’ve got to show people it 
will work," Mr. Blankenship de¬ 
clared. “You’ll never solve the 
dog problem until you start 
sheep,” Mr. Miller said. 

Asked by District Extension 
Agent Lickert if there is enough 
profit in sheep to allow for a few 
to be killed by dogs. Mr. Phillips 
said emphatically, “Yes, there's

Lyon Phelps in his famous essay on “Marriage” 
who said, “The greatest of all arts is the art of 
living together!” 

It is well understood that the degree of suc¬ 
cess or failure of marriage depends on both the 
husband and the wife. Much is being said today 
fro mplatform and in textbooks and from speci¬ 
alists in this field with an attempt to alleviate 
the disturbing situation in the modern home. It 
is my personal view that much of this is over¬ 
shooting the mark and yet I place much value 
on it. I believe that the simple truth and facts 
are the elements that are needed today to create 
and sustain harmony in marriage. I want to 
just nme a few of these as points that I think 
are important. 

The first thing I would call to your mind is— 
learn to respect the differences of each other. We 


all know that the chances of seeing alike by two 
people in all matters are very rare. It is pretty 
well understood that we take each other for 
better or worse and it is much better to learn to 
love the person for what he is and not for what 
we would to mold him to be. Not many years 
ago a young wife told me about her own prob¬ 
lem in the home. She wanted a model husband. 
She had a good husband; he was not exactly 
what she wanted him to be in manners and other 
little idiosyncrasies and she continually harassed 
him for it. She told me that things were not as 
good as they had been before and then we had 
a long talk and my advice to her was to take 
him as he was and try to love him for what he 
was and not for the things that she hoped to 
make him. I had the very blessed privilege not 
long ago of having that same wife tell me of the 
beauty and harmony in her home and that now 
she loved her husband for what he really was, 
and she had learned that her foolish approach 
was destroying the happiness of her home. 

The second thing—recognize the worth of 
each other’s contributions. It is not easy to do 
this because too many people seek to have their 
own way and to work the program of the home 
out in a kind of dictatorship, make demands, and 
forget the contributions that the partner makes 
in this. If there is any place in the world that 
we must have a partnership, and if it is going 
to be successful, it is in the home.

Neither is the third thing easy to do and some 
people seem to not have much knack for it and 
that is to cultivate a sense of humor. You know 
if you want to bring death to romance just bring 
gloom and anxiety in the home, but many a sad 
thing and many a terrific problem and some 
serious misunderstandings can be directed out 
the door and away from each other by just some 
good sense of humor. Too often we do not seem 
to have time to undertake to do that and con¬ 
sequently we let gloom take the place where 
good humor might have had a footing.

1100 there was the old school 
1 which was the same as the 
ner bell and rang at eight 
lock. 

talph Brown and I visited the 
iire Nickell school recently 
I saw their old bell still on 
post, rusty but when we 
led the string, it floated out 
far away places the old fa- 
iar sound. 

'hen there was the church bell 
ich often was the same as the 
ool bell, and it rang on Sab- 
h mornings for church. Then 
re was the legal bell. The 
irt house bell.

As times moves on the bells 
cease to ring. New homes are 
built but no post and bell. Fifty 
years hence there will be no 
bells. But fifty years ago the 
bell was a part of every home, 
every school, every church, every 
public building. There was about 
it something that we loved to 
hear. But time moves on and 
changes are certain. But the old 
dinner bell will never be forgot¬ 
ten by those who listened for it 
and ran for dinner when it rang.
